Isuppose you have heard so much- about Metlakatla that you 
may possibly not care to have me mention it, yet I feel like asking 
your forbearance while 1 give my little experiences 

Vicmw I cume vo Keteuixen nearly two years ago,1l contess i 
Was somewuat prejudicea against Mr. Marsden and tne Metlaxatla 
situation. Since then 1 nave watened tne aevelopment of matters wito 
eonsiderable interest and 1 nave been filled with admiration for the 
way in which Mr. Marsden has handaled the situation and for the stand 
so many of the people nave taken in declaring tneir independence of 
tne old regime. G@redit must be given Mr. Marsden for nis leadership 
in marsnaling 17U oda of the Metlakatia people into the rresbyterian 
ranks against what would, apparently, ve their financial interSts, 
for in so-.doing ne and his rollowers have incurred tne displeasure 
of the trustees of tne buncan estate, and of the suncan followers, 
who wouia deprive tnem of any veneéfitfrom tne wili,if possibile. 

I nave met quite a number of tne members of tne Metiakala 
rresobyterian Unurcnh, and witnout exception, they are snowing 4 fine 
enristian spirit, and are proving themselves nead and snoulders above 
those wno are opposing them. 

IT nave talked with employees of tne Government scnool at 
Metlakatla and they tell me tne bresbyterian services are mostinterest- 
ing, nelptul, and weli attended. It seems to me it is only a matter 
of time till tne Metlaxatla situation wiii soive itseif. There nas 
been a remarkaodle growth of interest, and progress made, in the work 
‘tnere. and there are no selfisn motives on the part of the people 
eitner, as it wouid be more to tneir temporai interest to remain witn 
tne otner element, it seems to me. 

Wnile this wiil not neip in any way to clear up tne Metiaxatla 
situation, it is at i1east an expression of my views regarding it.

n vork of the past quarter showes about as mucn progress as CO uld 
be expected under the circumstances. During April the missionary was 
absent from the field in attendance at the meeting of +! er duntehen ak Juneau. 
At stchikan t services re continued, during this period, by His 
Ss1lstvec 7. sereral o Indians who took turns at leading the 
"TiCces . e interest Has kept ant > well not Smnngie the unsettl- 
qd state o che people who, during these montns, are mucn of Une time away 
rom théér homes fishing. When they come to town tues usuelly ‘find their 


way to a church service if there is one on. We have also been encouraged 
oy Feports of meetings in camp conducted by the Saxman Church Elders. 

Also letters have been written to some of the people in camp, encouraging 
them to Hold fast and keep the good work going. If the gain made in the 
winter can be held during the trying summer months there is cause tor hope. 

The- absence of the people from their homes: accounts for the smaller 
number than usual in attendance e at the services. 

The unsettled state of the people holds true at Kasaan also. On my 
last trip there I found a deserted village. The people were all at 
Grindell trolling for king salmon. Early Saturday morning they brough 
to the village for burial, the body of a young man who had been sick all 
winter. We buried him before breakfast. On Sunday we held our services 
at eamp on the beach in the open air. About us were men coming and going 
0 tween the eek | and their gas-boats, anchored near by. Some of the 
women were working with their sea-weed which they had gathered at extreme 
low tide, and dried on the rocks during the week. They were packing it 
in empty coal-oil tins. A small quantity of sea-weed was placed in the 


can and pressed down with the bare feet of a ten or twelve years old 
girl. Then a few twigs of cedar were put in,followed by more sea-weed 
and more bare feet, till the can is filled. A heavy weight is then 
placed on top which completes the pressing process. Later the thick 
solid cakes are removed from the can, thoroughly dried in the sun and 
stored away for winter use. It forms a very wholesome article of food. 
The women over there are getting rather tired of camp lite and are 
beginning to return to their homes. Soon however they will be going off 
on their berry picking trips. They like to come and go as the spirit of 
the changing seasons moves them, always gathering food as they go, for 
the coming winter. | | 


The Saxman village is entirely deserted from late in February +i1l 
some time in the fall.

We believe he 
is our"best friend", as the natives would say, because he understands us 
better than any other. We believe his summer in Alaska will result in 
mich good for the land he loves so. well. We wish for him many more years 
of service for the land we Alaskans all love so well.

The Statistical Report for this quarter is below the average. 
etchikan Stat Lon, some ot our people who have been most faithful in 
and who have always been able to find work in town, have been 
»,this summer, to seek employment elsewhere, so making the possio ility 
ot visitation and personal touch by the missionary, more diflicult. This 


is true also of Kasaan. ihe cannery at Kasadn did not operate this season. 
he people spent part of the summer at Karta Bay. What marketable fish

hey were able to catch they sold to the Cold Storage and Mild Curing Cos.. 
Many of them did not make enough, above their actual living expenses, to 

pay for the gasoline they used. This does not mean that their gasoline bills 
are unpaid but that they were not always able to get it when needed because 
of the lack of ready money. There is one redeeming thing in the Kasaan 
situation, however; the women, while in camp, gathered greater quantities 

of wild berries, and smoked more tish, than they have in many years past. 
This, with tne regetables raised in the little home gardens, will help 


treatly in getting through the winter. 

Saxman has been deserted all summer. lany ot the Saxman people went 
o Pillar Bay for the summer... They were, I believe, even less, successful 
in their fishing operations than the people of Kasaan. Some ot them are 
still stranded there, I0& miles from home, unable to get enough gasoline to 
bring them that distance. George McKay, a Saxman Elder, made the trip with 
his wite and Ee J > girl, in a small row-bdoat, in the worst rain and wind 
storms Co tne season. He was nineteen aqaavys on vunhe LV 5 reaching bome short 
of “erub"and "no cent in my pocket". He smiled as he told me of $5.00 he 
bad left at home when he started out in the opring, which would keep Lin

The work during the past quarter has made good progress on all 
stations, with the Possible exception of Ketchikan. The situation at 
Ketehikan at peculiar and somewhat difficult to manage. We spend a week 
at Kasaan every month and between times we go to Saxman every Sunday for 
two services; Bey O ane and afternoon. This leaves but one service for 
Ketchikan on Sundé while during the rest of the Gay cur, sre at the mercy 


of the Salvation ee. which is entirely in the hands of natives, unde : 
native leadership, with nearly every member a sergeant or something else. 
n we have things like the following to contend with. A Kasaan family, 
members of our Kasaan chureh, is spending the winter at Ketchikan. The 
mother,-a Metlakatla woman, - is not well; the father and the two olde 
children attend our services; I have baptised all three children. Recently 
the mother was baptised in the Episcopal church withott my knowledge; the 
busband:. told me of it sometime latter. However, notwithstanding these 
distracting cireumstances, something is being accomplished; we have a 
deep og? or people iho are steadfast and faithful in church work. The moral 

onditions generally among the Ketchikan natives is vastly better than it 
was two or three years ago. We thank God and press on to greater things. 

At Xasaan there is an increasing interest in the church and in spirit-

val things. The visit of Dr. Young to that field in November was a Red 
Letter experience in the church life of the people. They were encouraged | 
to press on in their coristian life and work. They were also given to hope 
that; as goon as possible,a lay worker would be placed among them. They 
need some one to be with them all the time. A monthly visit by a, pastor 
ltvine thirty miles distant is not enough for them. «The Sacrament of the 
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Between tfe “pastor ' Ss “visits ‘the Y.P.Si¢ 2, with the help OR He see 
hold regular C.E. meetings; also song services are frequently held. We « 
are fortunate in having a good organist. at Kasaan. She is a fine-ehrédetian 
woman, & product of the Bitka school. We, have.bright hopes for the future 
of the Kasaah Mission. mes ; 1% 

The Saxman People returned home early in November. Since then we 
have made regular trips to Saawan, missing but.one Sunday when: ‘the.condition 
of the weather was such that it was impossible to get there. The work at 
Saxman is perhaps the most encouraging of all. The people have taken a. 
new interest’ in life’ generally, “I do not know of orie Saxman native) who 
does not profess to be a christian. Some of them may not be making much 
of a success at it, but they are’ all trying, and some of them doing well. 
Even the lone white man;married' to a native woman,~-is a christian. “Tite 
improvement at Saxman is seen also inthe homes of the people and in the 
better appearance of the village. Many of the houses have been repaired, 
the sidewalk is kept in good condition, the brush has been cut out and 
even the empty tin cans, Tound in every part of Alaska -,are being gathered 
up and disposed..of...fthe tom council: functiensmere’® or—tess successfully 
and application is being made for the incorporation of the tow so that «> ~ 
the people may have the experience of -self-government on a small scale. 

Mrs: Faleoner and I attended the Christmas celebration at Saxman on 
Christmas eve. It was one of the best we have ever attended. The natives 
had charge of the whole thing, preparing phe program and all. On Christmas 
morning we had- the Sacrazient of the Lord's Supper -and reeeived three new 
members into the church family. I might add here that once during the 
quarter,.we celebrated the Sacrament of the Lord's at. Ketchikan also.

We have been having some fine meetings at Saxman this winter. 

The interest there in spiritual things continued good through out \ 

the month. The attendance at the Sunday and Fridey night services + 
averaged up about the same as for the month of December. 


Our General Social Meeting this month was one of the best 
we have had at our Mission. It was given on a night when about 
forty of the Kasaan people were in Ketchikan on their way to the 
West Coast where they were to take part in special meetings at 
Hydaburg in which the Hydas of Masset, B.C. united with those of 
the two Hyda villages of Alaska, We-gave them a grand send off 
in our social gathering, which we all enjoyed. There were present 
that night, besides a few whites, Thlingets, Hydas and Tsimpsheans, 
all of whom used the English language as the only means of inter- 
communication. The gospel of Jesus Christ has broken down Tribal 
reserve so that they now mingle freely; intermarry; co-operate in 
social and religious work and are as one,- they are one in Christ. 
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Our Free Readingroom is an interesting feature of the work 
this winter. It is becoming more and more freely used, especially 
in the evenings when the room is often well filled with young people, 


some reading, others looking at pictures and still others playing 
checkers and other simple games. Ay

During March there was a slight falling off in the attendance 
at the morning and afternoon services due to the absence of some 
of the men.on fishing and hunting trips; otherwise the interest 
in all of the services was as good as usual. Saxman has made good 
progress along all lines this,winter. The day school is in better 
condition than it has been in years. The’ teacher was telling me 
a few days ago that he is to have: 32,000.00 for building purposes 
and he is to be in Saxman 411 summer either repairing the old school 
building or rebuilding it. Village homes: have been repaired by 
their owners and considerable clearing of the grounds about the 
heuses has been done; also the homes of the people have been kept 
cleaner than usual; they are inspected every week by the town police 
OFT ICS. 

At Ketchikan the afternoon and evening services have been 
kept up. There has been considerable sickness amo&fng the natives; 
mostly flu and measles, which has interferred somewhat with the work 
cutting down the attendance. The Readingroom has been kept open as 
usual. . 

There was no visit made to Kasaan in March but we have seen 
Kasaan people from time to time and reports of the work there are 
good.
